TO APPEAR AT 
TARIFF HEARING 


Ford, Sloan, Macauley, 
And White Invited 
ASHINGTON, July 3. 


By Senate 
W -The automotive in- 


dustry will have its inning at 
the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee’s tariff hearing on July 
11, four leaders of the indus- 
try having been invited to be 
present on that day. 

Those to whom invitations have 
been sent and who have indicated 
their intention to be there are 
Henry Ford, Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., 
president of General Motors; 
Aivan Macauley, president of the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce and the Packard Mo- 
tor Car Company, and Walter C, 
White, president of the White Mo- 
tor Company. 

Mr. Macauley will go as the 
spokesman and observer for the 
N. A. C. C. and will be accompanied 
by Alfred Reeves, general manager 
of the chamber. 

It is understood that the autmo- 
bile men will go to this hearing 
without any preconceived plan to 
present.to the Senate committee 
and will await developments there 
before formulating recommendations 
or suggestions representing the 
viewpoint of the industry. 

Although it is possible that the 
industry may agree to a reduction 
in the 25 per cent. automotive duty

was a time when the industry had 
and needed a 45 per cent. tariff, 
but about seven or eight years ago 
it decided it could get along very 
nicely with a 25 per cent. duty, 
and so suggested to Congress, with 
the result that the rate was low- 
ered. 

While a still further reduction 
could probably be stood by the pas- 
senger car manufacturers without 
harm from _ overseas, the truck 
manufacturer still needs protection. 
The manufacturing of motor trucks 
has not yet achieved the low pro- 
duction costs of the passenger car 
field in this country and it is likely 
that in many instances produc- 
tion costs of trucks in foreign 
countries are lower than over here 
In this case the truck builders would 
suffer from lack of a protective 
tariff. 

While the automotive industry is 
the most liberal in its attitude 
toward a protective tariff of any of 
the large industries, it probably suf- 
fers most from the high tariff atti- 
tude of other industries. 

When foreign countries 
justing their tariff schedules 
meet the high protective rates 
charged by this country, one of the 
first items they pick on is naturally 
the automobile. This is a field in 
which the American manufacturers 
are building up strong world mar- 
kets and, particularly in the pas- 
senger car field, they are in a posi- 
tion to compete with the foreign 
makers. But in retaliation for high 
American tariff rate, the govern- 
ment of other countries are very 
apt to pick on the automobile. 

This fact is not making the au- 
tomobile industry go out and seek 
wholesale downward revision of the 
tariff, however. The attitude of the 
industry is that each country has 
the right to protect its own interests 
in the manner it thinks the most 
satisfactory.

|Nash Guards Exports 
| With Sturdy Boxes 


Kenosha, Wis., July 3.—More 
than one and one-half million feet 
| of lumber are used each month in 
the huge overseas shipping build- 
ing here, where the Nash Motors 
Company has evolved one of the 
most efficient and painstaking 
systems of protecting cars for ex- 
port known in modern shipping. 
Some sixty trained men send the 
cars along the progressive assem- 
bly, which boxes them perfectly. 

The export cars are so well 
housed that their packing cases 
are often used for garages and 
houses, and travelers in far 
countries are apt to see the fa- 
mous Nash nameplate emblazoned 
on desert huts and seaside cabins 
in some of the world’s most out- 
of-the-way places. 

At the start of the 160-foot 
boxing assembly line the cars are 
washed and sprayed to protect 
metal parts. Then, after remov- 
ing the wheel, the car is lifted by 
electric hoist to the export box, | 
which rests on rollers. It is sol- | 
idly bolted and clamped to the 
floor, its interior covered, and a | 
second oil bath administered.

AMMA gets 


Gun-Drilled Rods . 
On Oldsmobile Six 


RILLING a hole one-eighth of 

an inch in diameter through the 
entire length of a nine-inch con- 
necting rod is one of the precision 
operations required in manufactur- 
ing the pressure lubrication system 
of the Oldsmobile Six. This long 
butting hole permits oil to be forced 
upward through the connecting rod 
to the piston pin. ’ 

To drill a hole through the length 
of the connecting rods, drills had 
to be more than nine inches long; 
they had to be hollow to permit a 
flow of oil to lubricate and cool] the 
cutting edge and some method had 
to be devised to remove the chips 
of metal created by the drilling. 

The drills, as finally designed, 
have a hole 3-64 of an inch in di- 
ameter running through their center, 
and a V-shaped flute cut in one 
side the entire length of the drill. 
Oil is forced through the center hole 
under 500 pounds pressure and, after 
performing its lubricating and cool- 
ing functions, the oil returns down 
the flute carrying with it the metal 
chips. The cutting edge of the drill 
is ground off center so as not to 
interfere with the oil hole. and for 
that reason the drill has to be made 
in two pieces with the cutting piont 
welded to the shank. 

Usually in drilling operations the 
drill is rotated. In drilling connect- 
ing rods, however, this was found 
impracticable as the long thin and 
hollow drills quickly broke when ro- 
tated at speeds up to 3.000 revolu- 
tions a minute, so machines were 
devised whereby the drills are sta- 
tionary and the connecting rods are 
rotated. 

These specially designed machines 
are so constructed that only one 
man is required to keep six drills 
in constant motion. With these 
rifle drilled connecting rods, oil is 
forced from the pump up through 
the crankshaft to all main bearings

MONOWHEEL AMPHIBIAN; 
| FLIGHTS SUCCESSFUL 


New York, July 3.—The first 
monowheel amphibian ever built 
was flown recently for the first time 
on land and sea in a series of suc- 
cuessful test flights made at Port 
Washington and Roosevelt Field by 
Grover Loening, the inventor, and 
B. Allison Gillies, reserve naval 
aviator, who vice-president of 
the Grover Loening Company, Inc. 

The new amphibian attachment, 
which has been built by Mr. Loen- 
ing on a standard Moth plane, con- 
sists of a single main float, 17'% feet 
long and 30 inches wide with small 
simple welded float of duraluminum 
construction on each side. The 
single wheel mechanism raises and 
lowers in a pocket in the hull in 
direct combination with doors that 
open and close the pocket with cor- 
responding position on the wheel. 

The raising and lowering mechan- 
ism is of a new type consisting of 
two toggle levers so hinged that 
when the wheel is out the toggles 
are locked for carrying the load. 
The construction used is combined 
with balancing springs for the 
weights in such a way that it takes 
only a few seconds for raising or 
lowering the wheel by a lever handy 
to the pilot in the cockpit. In this 
way the laborious process of raising 
and lowering amphibian wheels has 
been practically eliminated and an 
extremely simple mechanism de-

This company is a member of the favored group of companies with 
large orders from the Ford Motor Company and it is reported to be sup- 
plying Ford with the bulk of the Houdaille shock absorbers used by 
Ford. The National Acme output of these absorbers recently has been 
at the rate of 200,000 a month, according to Detroit reports, - 

Despite this favored position in the automotive industry, Na- 
tional Acme is not primarily concerned with the automobile industry. 
Its chief products are automotive screw machines, threading dies, 
taps, etc., of which it is said to be the largest manufacturer in the 
world. In order to strengthen its general position, the company 
added the shock absorber line in the automobile field and oil sepa- 
rators and filling machines. It makes Houdaille absorber under 
patent licenses and is devoting one plant entirely to turning them 
out. 

One of the results of the Ford shock absorber business was a 
mendous expansion of sales and profits in 1928. The net income in 
that vear was $1,203,482, equal to $2.41 a share, compared with $196,077 
or 39 cents a share in 1927, and with just about that same amount in}
